Tennessee is getting a lesson in how spe­ 
cial favors can lead to unlooked-for conse­ 
quences. Tt involves the issuance of special 


auto license tags. 
Through various legislative enactments 
over a period of years, 11.000 distinctive 
tags have been issued to 20 selected groups. 
They in c lu d e legislators, honorary colo­ 
nels, am ateur radio operators, National 
Guardsmen, newsmen covering the state 
capitol and others.

The state’s safety cornrjr.ssioner says the 
multiplicity of tags is so confusing that 
traffic enforcement officers are under a 


handicap. It is extremely difficult to iden­ 
tify all of the state’s 60 different kinds of 
license plates. 
“ I have encountered some so-called high 
placed holders of special tags.” he says, 
“who seem to expect a bountiful, continu­ 
ous flow of special favors, including m a g ­ 
ical places to park, a blinking of the police 
eye at their speeding or reckless driving, 
and such other non-democratic favors as 
driving them home when they are drunk.” 
Recipients of special favors from politi­ 
cians are always busily engaged in taking 
full advantage of them —when they are not 
busy throwing their weight around.

Arkansas Invasion Crucial

Events are numerous and at­ 
tract widespread attention even 
lf the particular event amounta 
to nothing more than a ba 11-team

Paul Writes to the Corinthians 


HE BEGS THEM TO BE OE ONE MIND; NOT DIVIDED 


Scripture—I Corinthians Jf— $. '

AFTER our aeries of lessons 
on Interesting and inspiring per­ 
sonalities in the Old Testament, 
we turn now to the New Testa­ 
ment and St. Paul s efforts to
